No Camera Tricks Used 
In Thrilling Rescue Scene 


Movie technicians are resource- 
ful; they know all the tricks. 


Very often, though, they are 
stymied by the script writer. 
More often than is generally be- 
lieved, a scene is just as danger- 
ous, just as thrilling in its film- 
ing, as it appears on the screen. 


There is a breath-taking scene 
in Warner Bros.’ “Penrod and His 
Twin Brother,” now showing at 
the Strand Theatre, in which 
Billy Mauch and Jackie Morrow 
are trapped in a fishing-village 
shack which has been toppled 
into a bay.

Director William McGann fuss- 
ed and fumed. It was bad enough 
filming hazardous scenes with 
adults but he didn’t like 13-year- 
old boys to be submitted to dan- 
ger. 

“Perhaps,” he said hopefully, 
“we can change the script a lit- 
tle; or find a way to use doubles.” 

This was received with howls 
of protest. “Doubles!” cried Billy 
and Jackie in indignant duet. 
“Nothing doing! What do you 
think we are, sissies?” 


Finally, with a last searching 


glance over the scene, Director | 


McGann called “Action!” Six 
cameras under the supervision of 
Chief Cameraman Arthur Todd 
started turning and with a roar 
the speedboat, under Bobby’s 
guidance, dashed away. There 


was an agonizing, heart-rending 
splintering and creaking of tim- 
bers and the house crashed into 
the water. 


Onto the roof dashed Rex, the 
dog, whimpering and whining and 
scraping frantically at the shin- 
gles. Anxiously McGann watched 
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Ever since the 13-year-old 
Mauch twins, Billy and 
Bobby, crashed right into 
stardom with their amaz- 
ing performances in “The 
Prince and the Pauper,” 
about a year ago, there has 
been considerable discus- 
sion amongst fans as to how 
their family name should 
be pronounced. Some have 
contended that it was 
“Mouch,” as in “ouch’’; 
others have argued that it 
was “Mawk,” as in squawk. 
The fact is that the name’s 
correct pronunciation is 
Mowk with the “ow” pro- 
nounced as in cow. 
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for what seemed minutes. Then, 
as he was raising his arm to sig- 
nal the rescuers to dash in, the 
shingles started flying and Billy’s 
head appeared. 


Billy, pale and dazed, crawled 
slowly through the roof and then 
turned to pull Jackie through. 
When Jackie reached the top of 
the roof, MeGann called “Cut!” 
and the boys were rushed to the 
warm blankets and hot milk 
which had been kept in readiness 
for them. 

Later, Billy took Jackie aside 
on the set. “Listen,” he whisper- 
ed,“ don’t you dare tell anybody 
that I was knocked out. If you 
do, it’ll get back to my mother 
and she’d start worryin’, You 
know how women are!” Besides 
those mentioned, the cast of 
“Penrod and His Twin Brother” 
includes Spring Byington, Frank 
Craven, Philip Hurlie and others. 
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PLAYWRIGHT-ACTOR 
FRANK GRAVEN HAD 
HARD CLIMB 70 TOP 


Frank Craven, the son o2 John 
T. Craven and Ella Mayer Cra- 
ven, stock players, was literally 
a child of the theatre. He was 
born at Boston, August 24, 1878, 
and made his acting debut as a 
child actor in “The Silver King” 
with William Redmond. 

Then his parents attempted to 
dictate his future. They didn’t 
want him to become an actor; 
they wanted him to have a home 
life so they sent him to live with 
friends on a Cape Cod farm. 

Fate, however, didn’t take 
kindly to dictation. When Frank 
was 16 his parents were playing 
in stock at Baltimore. During a 
visit to them he was watching 
them work one day when his fa- 
ther was stricken seriously ill. 
There was no understudy, so 
Frank donned whiskers and mid- 
dle-aged makeup and went on to 
play his father’s role. The father 
died and Frank continued with 
the company instead of return- 
ing to the farm. 


He was on Broadway for 
awhile, then tried writing plays 
but had little success until he 
wrote “Too Many Cooks” which 
proved to be a hit. Then he 
wrote “The First Year” which 
turned out to be one of the big- 
gest long-run hits in theatrical 
history. It was more than two 
years in the same theatre.

Newspaper and theatre give away a 
pup every day during week before 
showing of picture. Local pound sup- 
plies dogs which are assured good 
homes. Might have kids write to 
“Duke,” care of newspaper, telling why 
they would like to own a puppy. For 
classified page have contestants search 
for name ‘“‘Duke’’ concealed among 
want ads. Paper runs display ad plug- 
ging picture and contest. 


Organize search for lost ‘‘Duke.’’ An- 
nounce hunt via ads, heralds, and tack 
cards posted on school bulletin boards, 
inviting kids from 10 to 16 to partici- 
pate. About an hour before hunt starts, 
dogs are set free, each with large identi- 
fying tag attached to collar. Time lim- 
it is set in which dogs are to be located 
and brought to theatre.

During run of picture provide a dog 
nursery for fans who “‘just can’t leave 
their pets at home.”
